As the |xrr- 
sonal photographer for President Kennedy during his White KU>use 
years. Lowe had exclusive access to the President and his family. 

Linve's plu^los taken of the Kennedy years have appearcd in more 
than 2()() maga/incs. Incliuling 150 covers and div.ens of major lele- 
vision pn>grams throughout the w'orld. Lowe has published five 
biH)ks on the Kennedy years and contribuied to many more.
